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Archive costs 
are set to soar

THE costs of transforming Ely’s 
former Strikes Bowling Alley into 
a new home for the Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Archives are set to soar by hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds. 

When Cambridgeshire County 
Council bought the building in 
Angel Drove last year, the au¬ 
thority estimated the renovation 
would cost around £4.2 million. 

But now, following further 
architects’ investigations, the 
council faces having to stump up 
extra funds - anything between 
£435,000 and £860,000. 

On Friday, the authority’s assets 
and investment committee will 
be discussing how to fund the ad¬ 
ditional costs. 

One method being considered 
is to use the car park at the ar¬ 
chives, once it opens, as a pay 
and display car park for users of 
Ely railway station. 

Historian Mike Petty, who lives 
in Stretham, has had concerns

about the project since it started. 

He said: “The council report ac¬ 
knowledges it would have, in ret¬ 
rospect, been better to use a more 
traditional route to procure a site. 

“It would have been better to 
wait, they say, but the council has 
now committed itself to its pur¬ 
chase. Whether it will ever actu¬ 
ally be built is anybody’s guess. 

“And if it is hidden away on an 
industrial park on the outskirts of 
Ely how many will travel to use it? 
Will the council have the money 
to pay the staff to keep it open 
anyway?” 

The archives are currently in 
the basement of the council’s 
headquarters; Shire Hall in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The authority says the search 
for new premises has taken 25 
years and that the former bowl¬ 
ing alley was considered to be the 


“best and cheapest solution”. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council’s assets and invest¬ 
ment committee will consider on 
Friday whether to fund the ad¬ 
ditional cost required to ensure 
that the new archives building in 
Ely is compliant with stringent 
flood and fire standards for the 
county’s irreplaceable historical 
documents, safeguarding them 
for generations to come. 

“The additional funding will 
also ensure that the building 
meets the National Archives ac¬ 
creditation standards and is as 
energy efficient as possible. 

“The National Archives are ful¬ 
ly supportive of the Ely archives 
centre project and have approved 
the property as one which is suit¬ 
able for conversion to archives 
accommodation. 

“The committee will also con¬ 
sider the use of the car park for 
pay and display, for Ely station 
users, and it is hoped that some 
costs can be recovered by working 
closely with East Cambs District 
Council.”

Pre-school gets 
welfare notice 


A PRE-SCHOOL temporar¬ 
ily closed after being issued 
with a Welfare Requirement 
Notice (WRN). 

Ofsted visited Busy Bees 
Pre-school in Littleport un¬ 
announced on October 4 
after the provider “raised 
concerns about staffing suit¬ 
ability”. 

Inspectors issued the pre¬ 
school, in Grange Lane, with 
a WRN following the visit - 
and as a result the facilities 
temporarily closed. 

The pre-school, which was 
rated as good in all areas by 
Ofsted last November, reo¬ 
pened last Thursday and a 
copy of a letter sent to par¬ 
ents was submitted to the 
Ely News the same day. 

Emma Boughen, chair¬ 
woman of the pre-school 
committee, said: “We would 
like to inform you that the 
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setting was visited unan¬ 
nounced by Ofsted on Oc¬ 
tober 4 and has been issued 
with a WRN. 

“The acting management 
team had become aware of 
the welfare issues and had 
followed reporting protocol 
necessary. They were active¬ 
ly dealing with addressing 
these shortly before Ofsted 
visited. 

“We would like to reassure 
you that an action plan has 
been put into place to ad¬ 
dress the issues identified 
and that the setting is work¬ 
ing with the local author¬ 
ity to address the actions as 
quickly as possible.” 

In its report, Ofsted said: 


“On September 15 we re¬ 
ceived a notification from 
the provider that raised con¬ 
cerns about staffing suitabil¬ 
ity 

“We carried out an unan¬ 
nounced visit to the provider 
to discuss the incident and 
we found that there were 
breaches relating to the no¬ 
tification. Lurthermore, we 
found that the provider was 
not meeting the require¬ 
ments for ‘information and 
records’.” 

There are numerous re¬ 
quirements which the pre¬ 
school must now meet, 
including implementing a 
safeguarding policy which is 
in line with Local Safeguard¬ 
ing Children Board proce¬ 
dures. 

Ofsted says it will be moni¬ 
toring the pre-school to “en¬ 
sure they meet this action”.

SHOPPING 

Angry traders 
want ‘fair deal’ 


BUSINESSES are suffering as 
a result of specialist markets 
being held in Ely High Street 
on Saturdays. 

That’s the message from 
shopkeepers who are urging 
East Cambs District Council 
to “put the interests of Ely’s 
rate-paying shops before 
outside traders”. 

It is the inaugural Vegan 
Fair, planned for Ely High 
Street on Saturday, October 
29, which has sparked anger. 

Barry Lonsdale, chairman 
of the Ely Traders’ Associa¬ 
tion, said: “We had a meeting 
with the council following 
the last continental market 
which was held in the High 
Street on a Saturday. 

“The backs of the stalls 
were facing the shops, com¬ 
pletely blocking them off, 
and trade really suffered. The 
council listened to our con¬ 
cerns and told us they would 
take them seriously. 

“Businesses then found out 
about the vegan fair when 
one of the organisers went 
around asking if flyers could 
be put up in shop windows. 
There wasn’t a whisper from 
the council - all the concerns 
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we’d raised had fallen on deaf 
ears.” 

The vegan fair is set to run 
from 9am-3pm and will fea¬ 
ture more than 20 stalls. 

Mr Lonsdale said: “We’ve 
asked for another meeting 
with the council. They’ve got 
to put the interests of Ely’s 
rate-paying shops before the 
interests of outside traders. 

“We have a Market Place 
for a reason - markets like 
this should be held there - 
and preferably on a Sunday, 
which is a quiet day for Ely.” 

Ely resident Kate Comp is 
also angry. In a letter to the 
council and the Ely News, she 
wrote: “A close friend of mine 
owns a business on Ely High 
Street and I feel compelled 
to express my feelings about 
this [Ely Vegan Fair] and other 
events. 

“Although I think this is 
great for visitors and resi¬ 
dents, I am completely non¬ 
plussed as to why said events 
are consistently held on the 
High Street on a Saturday, 


thereby penalising rate-pay¬ 
ing business owners on the 
busiest retail day of the week. 

“Retailers are currently 
facing unprecedented chal¬ 
lenges to their survival and 
despite business owners 
vocalising their displeasure 
regarding such events along 
the High Street, the council 
seems content to reward one- 
off stall holders on a repeated 
basis.” 

Emma Grima, corporate 
director of the district coun¬ 
cil’s trading company, said: 
“We visited shopkeepers 
when promoting the event 
and briefed them on the 
plans for the vegan fair. 

“We have taken active steps 
to address some of their con¬ 
cerns, particularly around 
access and deliveries, and 
we have limited the number 
of vegan fair traders spread¬ 
ing them out down the High 
Street to enhance the area. 

“We will continue to work 
with shopkeepers to enhance 
the vitality of Ely city centre.”

When promise 
falls short 

I RECENTLY received an end-of-year 


performance report from ECDC. 

The council's planning service 
promises to "ensure that the 
customer is at the heart of everything 
we do". 

Not my experience and I take 
this opportunity to warn people 
who object to something to try to 
attend the relevant planning meeting 
and take notes. Try to access the 
minutes before the next meeting 
to check they are accurate so you 
can challenge them eg what was 
agreed at a planning meeting about 
tennis courts behind my house was 
so inaccurately minuted that the 
agreements mean nothing. 

I raised an FOI in March and was 
concerned to discover that councils 
do not "maintain a register of what 
infrastructure has been provided by 
the wide range of public and private 
organisations which maintain and 
upgrade infrastructure. Individual 
development schemes are assessed 
on a case by case basis ..." 

The document also states that 
yet another local plan has been 
devised; I am on the register for 
consultations and nothing came to 
me about this despite the assertion 
that local residents were consulted. 

I have lost count of how many there 
have been in my 22 years here, but 
do know they do little to help local 
low paid workers either acquire 
social housing or get on the housing 
ladder. Nor do they ensure suitable 
private retirement housing and I do 
not mean flats with exorbitant annual 
fees. I wonder if the reason for 
passing such mass building in Soham, 
much on green space, has more 
to do with lucrative rewards from 
central government than what is best 
for our once small rural town. 

Well folks time to honour your 
commitment to ensure that the 
customer is at the heart of everything 


and that includes those of us who 
are local and actually pay council 
tax. I suggest that planners pay a 
visit to our excellent surgery and stay 
for a session, you should be very 
concerned.

Bright future 
outside the EU 

THE EU project has most certainly 
not been open and transparent, as 
suggested recently. 

In 1975 I was hoodwinked by 
Heath into supporting what I was led 
to believe was a Free Trade Area: he 
knew full well that it was the first step 
towards a Federal Europe. 

Hain, as Minister for Europe, 
told us that signing away more of 
our rights was merely "a tidying up 
exercise". 

Our fishing industry has been all 
but destroyed in the name of fish 
conservation. The EU has financed 
the building of super trawlers for 
Ireland and Poland. Our local MEP 
appeared on television telling us 
that "the cost of EU bureaucracy 
was a mere pin prick". Yes, a pin 
rick which could fill in a lot of pot 
oles, or keep open a lot of day care 
centres etc. 

The EU gravy train makes the 
Westminster version look like a 
clockwork toy, not to mention the 
corruption, the auditors have refused 
to sign off the accounts for decades. 

All this is not surprising. Jean 
Monnet, the Marxist regarded by 
many as the founding father of the 
EU Project, said at the outset that 
countries would not give up their 
democratic freedoms willingly and 
that the whole operation would have 
to be conducted by stealth. Is this not 


exactly what has happened? 

One of the "Project Fear" scares 
was the possibility of further wars in 
Europe. The history of the continent 
is indeed blood soaked and very 
depressing. However, we must 
remember that wars are caused by 
politicians. 

There is a great scepticism,and 
in my view, a healthy distrust of 
politicians. This, combined with 
a greater interaction between the 
peoples of the continent, make the 
prospect of war much less likely. 

Much is made of the catastrophe 
which will befall business and the 
financial services if we leave Europe. 

It is not surprising that the big 
institutions wish to remain. They 
have invested in large compliance 
departments, paid for ultimately 
by the consumer, so that they 
can move smoothly through the 
labyrinth of regulations. They 
hate sudden change as a certain 
amount of disruption would ensue. 
Big corporations have no loyalties 
but to themselves, they will move 
to the most favourable trading 
environment with an agility which is 
totally impossible in the lumbering, 
bureaucratic system of the public 
sector. 

If we create a suitable trading 
environment outside the EU, which is 
possible if we release ourselves from 
the shackles of Brussels, companies 
will happily locate in the UK. 

There is going to be turbulence 
in the short term, aggravated by the 
refusal of the Remainers - together 
with the BBC reporting gleefully 
on any bad news which can by 
attributed to Brexit - to accept that 
there is a bright future for us on the 
world stage outside the EU.

Over f lm made 
at vintage sale 


JORDAN DAY 
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MORE than £1 million worth 
of vintage tractors, steam en¬ 
gines, classic vehicles and col¬ 
lectors’ items were sold at the 
Cheffins Vintage Sale in Sutton 
on Saturday. 

The most popular items 
on the day were four rare 
steam engines which fetched 
£237,000. 

The biggest ticket item in 
this section was a 1927 Foden 
C Type steam wagon which 
made £122,000, and was sold 
to a collector from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

The other steam engines 
sold included a 1930 Aveling 
and Porter Steam Tractor for 
£37,000, a 1932 Ruston and 
Hornsby Portable Steam En¬ 
gine for £38,000 and a 1926 
Fowler steam roller which 
made £40,000. 

Only one of four examples 


known to exist in the UK, an 
incredibly rare Holt 75 made 
£62,000, making it the most 
expensive item in the 150 lot 
tractor section. 

The Holt was initially built 
for the military and was sup¬ 
plied to the British, French, 
Russian and US armies during 
the First World War. 

This specimen in particu¬ 
lar was originally part of the 
famous Heidrick Tractor Col¬ 
lection, part of the California 
Agriculture Museum, and is 
thought to have been built in 
1917 to military specifications. 

It was sold to a private col¬ 
lector from Lincolnshire. 

Other tractors which saw 
strong prices included a 1989 
Marshall for £23,000 and a 
1978 Massey Ferguson 1505 
which made £10,200. 

Vintage motorcycles saw 
some top prices paid with the 
main attraction being a 1931 
1200cc Harley Davidson with 
a fibre-glass replica Swallow 


sidecar, which sold for £13,000 
and was purchased by an en¬ 
thusiast from Herefordshire. 

Live steam models were also 
popular items of the day, with 
£12,500 paid for a four inch 
scale Foster agricultural en¬ 
gine built from scratch. 

A number of three inch scale 
smaller models, belonging to 
Mr N H Melton of Horncastle, 
sold for more than £1,000 per 
piece. 

A series of rural and do¬ 
mestic bygone items from 
Holkham Hall sold for more 
than £15,000 in total, with all 
proceeds going to the new in¬ 
teractive farming exhibition at 
the estate, Field to Fork.

Sheraley, a community support

“Times are tough for many of us, 
and this is no different for Tony. 

“Tony has a few things he needs 
to pay for but his garden swing is of 
particular importance to him. 

“The swing requires some mainte¬ 
nance and new flooring put beneath 
it in order to keep him safe. 

“The swing is not a luxury for 
Tony; it is a necessity and an amaz¬ 
ing sensory experience for him. 

“Some work has already been 
done to access funds to pay for the 
maintenance and specialist floor¬ 
ing, but this is not enough. 

“We have decided to put ourselves 
through cold, muddy agony in order 
to raise more funds. 

“The race will involve many ob¬ 
stacles, humiliation, trench foot 


and pain. We will all have to run a 
long way, through water, mud and 
tears, whilst overcoming our fear of 
heights, depths and inflatable death 
traps.” 

Operational manager, Justin, said 
the Thera East Anglia team have 
raised around £500 in sponsorship 
so far, but that they hope to raise 
£2,000 in total. 

He said: “Tony loves and needs 
his specialist swing, and any surplus 
money made will be used to help 
Tony around his garden and home 
via other projects. 

“We’d really appreciate people’s 
donations, no matter how small.”

Highfield School is part of the Ac¬ 
tive Learning Trust Academy. 


The school caters for both boys 
and girls aged 2-19 and all pupils 
have statements of special educa¬ 
tional needs, which refers to a sig¬ 
nificant learning difficulty.

Black cats ‘make 
purr-feet pets’

PEOPLE are turning their 
noses up at black cats - and 
Ely and District Cats Protec¬ 
tion wants it to stop. 

The branch, based in Lit¬ 
tle Downham, currently has 
two litters of kittens looking 
for new homes, and the only 
ones not reserved are the 
black ones. 

Cats Protection’s annual 
National Black Cat Day is on 
October 27 and co-ordinator 
of the local branch, Linda 
Hutchinson, is urging peo¬ 
ple to ditch their supersti¬ 
tions and give black moggies 
a chance. 

Linda said: “The unfor¬ 
tunate thing for these cats 
is that not only do we have 
more of them coming in, 
they are also much harder 
to find homes for. Black and 
black and white cats often 
get overlooked by prospec¬ 
tive owners who would rath¬ 
er adopt other colours such 
as ginger or tabby cats. 

“We are really keen to 



point out that black and 
black and white cats have 
just as much love to give and 
make equally good compan¬ 
ions.” 

National figures from Cats 
Protection show that black 
and black and white cats 
take on average 22 per cent 
longer to find a home than 
cats of any other colour. 

In 2015, they made up 45 
per cent of all the cats cared 
for by Cats Protection. 

Over the centuries, people 


have believed that black cats 
bring bad luck, some linking 
this belief to a connection 
with the notorious Salem 
Witch Trials. 

In Celtic mythology, a fairy 
(or witch) takes the form of 
a black cat, and in the 18th 
century, pirates are said to 
have believed that if a black 
cat walks towards you, it will 
bring bad luck. 

Linda said: “Currently we 
have two litters of kittens 
and the only ones not re¬ 
served are the black ones. 

“One adult black cat we 
currently have is Tulio, a 
two-year-old male. He is 
very friendly, good with chil¬ 
dren and other cats, and will 
make someone a lovely pet. 

“Beauty is more than fur 
deep and I guarantee you 
that if you ask anyone who 
owns a black cat, they will 
tell you they are just as lov¬ 
ing as any other colour cat.”

It has been well over a year since 
I wrote into the local paper and 
it would be an understatement 
to say that a lot has changed 
in financial services during this 
period. The past few years has 
seen the current government 
impose further restrictions on 
pension provision in order to 
reduce the overall cost to the 
Treasury. 

Many hard working individualsare 
now affected by the £1,000,000 


overall pensions limit and 
sometimes without being aware 
of this.

Charity plea to 
help the lonely 


THE Ely area has been identi¬ 
fied as a loneliness hot spot - 
and local residents are being 
urged to take action. 

A study carried out by the 
older persons charity, Con¬ 
tact the Elderly, has highlight¬ 
ed Ely, and nearby St Neots, 
as communities in the East 
of England where isolation is 
higher than average. 

The figures show that al¬ 
most nine out of every 10 
people in the east feel con¬ 
cerned for a lonely older per¬ 
son in their community. 

More than a quarter of peo¬ 
ple in the east have noticed 
a lonely older person in their 
community and almost half 
of residents in the east do not 
feel confident that they know 
a way to help. 

Sixty per cent of people 
in the east also believe that 
loneliness is a problem in 
their town or village.

Supported by volunteers 
across the UK, Contact the El¬ 
derly organises free monthly 
Sunday afternoon tea parties 
throughout the year, ensuring 
isolated older people have a 
regular social activity to look 
forward to. 

This vital lifeline of friend¬ 
ship makes a huge difference 
to the lives of thousands of 
guests and volunteers alike in 
their local communities. 

Mary Ranee, the char¬ 
ity’s CEO, said: “Loneliness 
amongst older people is a 
problem that can easily be 
solved by a community. 

“By its nature, social iso¬ 
lation often means that the 
loneliest people are the hard¬ 
est to reach. It’s not the case 
that they’re not there, it’s just 
that guests-to-be don’t know 


our service is available, and 
admitting you’re lonely is dif¬ 
ficult. 

“At Contact the Elderly, we 
recognise that a grass roots 
approach is needed. We’ve 
had a fantastic stream of ea¬ 
ger volunteers sign-up to sup¬ 
port us, and with the help of 
the general public, we hope 
to identify those older people 
that need our service most to 
enable us to set up new tea 
parties across the country. 

“We can’t be on every street, 
but we can encourage people 
to keep an eye out for their 
neighbour and help them 
know how to offer assistance 
in a discreet but significant 
way.”

Student rise in 
car mobile use 



AN alarming number of university 
students have admitted to using their 
mobile phones while behind the wheel, 
as well as speeding and drink-driving. 

According to a survey of 2,313 young 
Europeans commissioned by Ford, 43 
per cent said they had sent texts while 
driving, while 38 per cent used apps 
and 36 per cent answered phone calls. 

An additional 60 per cent said they 
break the speed limit, while 13 per 
cent had admitted to drink-driving. 

Comparatively, of those who left 
school at 18, 45 per cent said they 
speed, 9 per cent admitted to drink¬ 
driving and 41 per cent claimed to use 
their phone behind the wheel. 

These findings come in light of 
earlier research from the World Health 
Organisation and the European Road 
Safety Observatory that found car 
crashes are the leading cause of death 
among young people. 

Jim Graham at Ford Driving Skills for 
Life said: "It is crucial students, and 
all young people, to understand the 
terrible consequences."

A MAZINGLY, the 124 manages 
to be both very new and 
hardly new at all. It shares 
little more than a name with the old 
124, which went out of production 
in the 1980s, but it shares much 
with a far more modern roadster - 
the fourth-generation Mazda MX-5. 

The bodywork takes cues from 
the old car, what with the round 
headlights and the wide, vertical 
grille, but applies them in a 
distinctly modern way. The majority 
of the underpinnings, meanwhile, 
are pretty much straight from 
Mazda's much-acclaimed drop-top. 

The suspension has been 
tweaked but the only major 
change is the new powertrain. 
Unlike the MX-5, which uses 
naturally aspirated 1.5 and 2.0-litre 
engines, the 124 gets a 1.4-litre 
turbocharged engine. It sits 
between the two Mazda engines 
in terms of power output, but the 
turbocharger gives it more torque 
and more mid-range grunt, lending 
the Fiat a very different character 
to its Japanese sibling. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE 

No matter which angle you 
approach it from, the 124 Spider is 
an impossibly pretty car. 

Inside, it's basically identical 
to the MX-5, with the circular 
air vents, driver-focused cockpit 
and seven-inch infotainment 
system that perches on the main 
dashboard. 

The changes are just enough 
to give the 124 a charming Italian 
character the MX-5 can never match. 
The Mazda may be a pure driving 
machine, but the Fiat is undoubtedly 
more stylish. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY 

As with the MX-5, the 124 
Spider is hardly the last word in 
spaciousness. It's only a two-seater, 
and there isn't even a glove box as 
such. 

There is a little more space in 
the boot, but it's hardly cavernous 
back there but it's more than just 
the lack of storage that makes the 
car impractical, however - it's the 
lack of adjustability. The seat has 
plenty of fore and aft adjustment, 
but the backrest adjustment is 
notchy and the seat base doesn't 
move up and down. The biggest 
problem, though, is that the 
steering wheel doesn't adjust for 
reach. Taller drivers might struggle 
to get comfortable. 


BEHIND THE WHEEL 

The 138bhp engine may be less 
powerful than the MX-5's 158bhp 
2.0-litre unit, but it offers similar 
performance. The 7.5-second 
sprint from 0-62mph is two-tenths 
slower than the Mazda's, but the 
134mph top speed is marginally 
faster. 

In the real world, though, it 
actually feels substantially quicker 
than the Mazda. The turbocharger 
gives it real punch and means you 
don't have to drop so many cogs 
when overtaking. 

There is a touch of turbo lag, 
which is a little annoying, but 
keeping it on the boost is a small, 
yet rewarding, challenge. 

Plus, whereas the MX-5 is pin- 
sharp, the Fiat is a little woollier on 
turn-in, and the body rolls more 
than the Mazda. The steering, too, 
is a touch less direct. But those 
small concessions don't stop it 
being a really good car to drive 
briskly. 

The MX-5 is the ultimate driver's 
car, and though the 124 is a half¬ 
step behind in terms of excitement 
and involvement, it's actually a far 
better all-rounder. 

VALUE FOR MONEY 

The 124 Spider pricing starts from 
£19,545, which buys you the basic 
Classica trim. It's £1,100 more 
expensive than the basic 1.5-litre 
MX-5, but you do get the more 
potent turbocharged engine, 16- 
inch alloy wheels, keyless start and 
aircon, plus niceties such as cruise 
control. 

Upgrading to the £22,295 
Lusso gives you 1 7-inch alloys, 
climate control and the seven-inch 
infotainment system, which comes 
with satnav and reversing camera. 

At the top of the range, 
however, is the £23,295 Lusso 
Plus, which adds leather 
upholstery, automatic lights and 
wipers and a Bose surround sound 
system. 

WHO WOULD 
BUY ONE? 

As a soft-top you could live with 
every day, the 124 actually beats 
the MX-5 by a nose, but it is 
noticeably more expensive than 
the Mazda and doesn't offer quite 
the same performance or handling. 

But where you'll always respect 
the MX-5 for being a technical 
masterpiece, but you'll love the 
124.
